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WINN CLIBURN: 
BIOGRAPHY 


Van Cliburn is a name as well 
known as that of statesmen or Holly- 
wood stars, and the honors awarded 
this famed concert pianist are seem- 
ingly endless. 

Van’s background is as interesting 
as his career. He was born in Shreve- 
port, La., and shortly after, his family 
moved to Kilgore, Texas. Van's 
mother, Ritdia Bee O'Bryan Cliburn, 
had been a talented pianist but her 
New York debut was cancelled when 
her parents forbade her a concert 
career. Her son, however, benefited 
from her years of study, for at the age 
of three, long before he learned to 
read words, she began to teach him 
to read music. She remained his only 
piano instructor until he came to New 
York in 1951 to study at Juilliard. 

Van played first In public at age 
four. By six, it was obvious that he 


was destined for a concert career. His 
father built a studio for him on the 
back of the garage. Here he practiced 
faithfully before going to school, after 
school, and after dinner. 


At age of 12, Van made his orches- 
tral debut with the Houston Sym- 
phony. The following year, 1948, he 
made his Carnegie Hall debut as 
winner of the National Music Festiva! 
Award. By then he had already 
reached his six-foot-four height. 

Honors followed honors. His most 
important victory came in 1954 when 
he won the Edgar M. Leventritt 
Foundation award which gave him the 
privilege of performing with the New 
York Philharmonic and four other 
major American orchestras. 


The story of Van Cliburn's invasion 
of Moscow is well known. He immedi- 
ately won the hearts of the Russian 
people. Tickets to his concerts were 
in such demand that people queued 
up for three days In advance. 


On his return home New York City 
welcomed him with the first ticker- 
tape parade ever given to a classical 
musician. 

In February 1959, the pianist 
weathered a crisis which threatened 
to put an end to his career. Asore 
finger became infected, and a delicate 
operation was performed. Following 
six months rest, his career continued 
unharmed. 


During the next years, he returned 
to the Soviet Union, made many re- 
cordings for RCA, and performed 
throughout Europe. 


Cliburn lives, when not touring, in 
asmail apartment near Manhattan's 
Carnegie Hall. He likes to practice 
from midnight on, as well as most of 
the day, but desists often in the early 
morning hours In deference to the 
neighbors.

GEORGE CIENE: 
BIOGRAPHY 


Quiet, reserved at first, George. 
Cleve speaks softly and admits that 
he sometimes has periods “‘of 
incredible shyness.’ But asked about 
music, anything about music, and 
his head starts nodding, the hands 
make short motions through the air. 

Georg Wolfgang Cleve (originally 
pronounced Clay-vay) was born 36 
years ago In Vienna, but came to 
this country with his parents at the 
age of four. Since he is nowa U.S. 
citizen, he added an ‘‘e”’ to his first 
name and Karen the 
pronunciation of his last one. 

Cleve received his B.S. at Mannes 
College of Music in New York; studied 
conducting, viola, and plano under 
the direction of many musical greats. 

One of his tutors of conducting 
was Pierre Monteux. Cleve was 
his student for 10 years. 

The first symphony he did under 
the French maitre’s supervision was 
the Brahms Third. Monteux would 
sit in the orchestra and point out 





every mistake his young protege 
made. A traumatic nightmare, but 
an unparalleled opportunity. 

Cleve made his formal public 
debut in 1960, conducting (on 
Monteux’ recommendation) 33 
members of the San Francisco 
Symphony at the Palace of the Legion 
of Honor. 

In 1969, on a week's notice, he 
again conducted the San Francisco 
Symphony and the winter of 1971— 
this time on 12 hours’ nottce—when 
Seiji Ozawa's neck was making it 
difficult for him to rehearse and 
conduct, Cleve shared the program 
with Ozawa, preparing and 
conducting two overtures and a 
group of arias. 

A varied career took Cleve to the 
New York Philharmonic, Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, St. Louts, Baltimore, 
and Denver Orchestras. 

In 1967, he served as Associate 
Conductor of the St. Louts Symphony 
which proved to be a very happy 
association. He has returned to St. 
Louls as guest conductor on several 
occasions, the most recent of which, 
he conducted an all Mozart program. 
In 1968 he conducted the Winnipeg 
symphony, a position held for two 
years. The Winter of 1970, he 
was engaged to do a concert with 
the Iceland Symphony. For the 
1971/72 season, he returned to 
Iceland as principal guest conductor. 

This last summer, Cleve conducted 
the San Francisco Symphony at Frost 
Amphitheater, on the Stanford 
University campus. He conducted 
two different programs, receiving 
outstanding reviews and a standing 
ovation following his performance of 
the Eraica Symphony by Beethoven 
with which he closed the series. For 
the many San Joseans attending, It 
was an exciting preview of things to 
come.

PROGRAM NOTES 


by Sonja Delevaryas 


Vaughan Williams, Ralph, 1872-1958. Overture to Aristophanes’ Comedy, The 
Wasps. 

This comedy was produced at Cambridge University in 1909 in the original 
Greek, and the incidental music by England’s foremost composer consisted of 
an Overture, Entr’acte, The March Past of the Kitchen Utensils, another Entr’acte, 
and a Ballet and Fina! Tableau. | 

The harmonic system of the Greeks is to this day mostly conjecture on the part 
of musicologists, and Vaughan Williams—far from trying to re-create “‘authen- 
tic’’ Greek music—drew on his recently collected store of English folk tunes for 
the three themes of the Overture, prefacing them with an impressionistic “‘buzz- 
ing’ of insects reminiscent of Ravel, with whom he had recently had a number 
of lessons. 

The play itself is a satire on the Athenian judicial system, the judges being 
compared with wasps equipped with long strings, greedy, corrupt, and ineffectual. 


Mendelssohn-Bartholdy, Felix, 1809-1847. Symphony No. 4 in A Major 
(‘Italian’), Op. 90. 


During his tour of Europe’s cultural centers, 1829-32, Mendelssohn arrived in 
Rome, where he became acquainted with collectors of Italian music manuscripts. 
One of them, the Abbot Fortunato Santini, put his library at the composer's sér- 
vice, presenting him with copies of rare italian vocal scores and receiving in 
return the works of Bach and Handel, yet unknown In Italy. In Rome Mendelssohn 
first sketched parts of his “‘Italian’’ Symphony, commissioned by the London 
Philharmonic and performed under the composer’s direction in 1933. Not satis- 
fied with the piece, he was unable to carry out his resolve to revise it before his 
sudden death at the age of 38. Nevertheless, posterity has labeled this youthful, 
exuberant work a “‘perfect symphony." 


Blacher, Boris, 1903- Concertante Musik, for Orchestra, Op.. 10 (1937). 


Born in China, of Estonian-German parents, Blacher studied composition with 
Friedrich E. Koch in the 1920’s and musicology at the University of Berlin. Not 
until 1945 did his music gain recognition. He is now a professor at the West 
Berlin Hochschule fiir Musik and gives master classes In Europe and abroad. 
His music shows oriental influences and is sometimes compared to Stravinsky's. 
The Concertante Musik (Music for orchestra, with two or more solo Instruments), 
an early work, exhibits metrical and melodic elements in which hurrted, light 
staccato alternates with lyricism. An ostinato bass has thematic significance, and 
in some instances there are bitonal effects. 

A highly original mind, Blacher enjoys inventing such titles as “‘Music for 
Convalescing at the Baths’’ and scoring for such grotesque combinations as 
soprano, alto saxophone and bassoon.
